Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a liquid crystal display device comprising various elements as claimed, more 
specifically a liquid crystal layer containing nematic liquid crystal molecules and a cured- 
product formed three-dimensionally of a composition having a liquid crystal skeletal 
structure wherein deformation of liquid crystal layer is at least spray deformation or 
bend deformation. 

4. The closest reference Wei et al., disclose a liquid crystal display device wherein 
wide viewing angle and fast response time is achieved by adding to the liquid crystal 
layer a small amount of monomer, selected among from the diacrylates or the 
monoacrylates, together with a chiral dopant. However, Wei et al., fail to disclose or 
suggest spray deformation or bend deformation as well as a cured-product formed 
three-dimensionally of a composition having a liquid crystal skeletal structure.
